state fuel administration
in statement issued last evening
to. the people of Vermont stated
that all coal dealers or consum
ers other than householders
must make application to the
state fuel administrator stating
the amount of coal required,
the purpose for which it is to
be used and giving other infor
mation which the administrator
must have.

Governor Hartness has ap-
pointed with H. J. M: Jones
the following persons to com
pose the general ( committee
which will act as advisory com
mittee, Mason S. Stone, Mon-
tpelier; N.E.Pierce, Burlington ;
representing the dealers; J.W.
Wardlaw of St. Albans repre-
senting the railroads ; L. H. Bix
by of Montpelier representing
the "bankers; N. K. Chaffee of
Rutland representing the mer-
cantile interests; W. G. Rey-
nolds of Barre and Harry H.
Carr of St. Johnsbury for the
consumers and John Cross of
Northfield for the manufactur-
ers. From this committee lat-
er Mr Jones will select his work
ing committee.

There is no anthracite coal
on hand now according to the
information furnished the fuel
office and Mr Jones has author
ized the following statement
that it Is very essential that us-
ers of soft coal who want im-

mediate supply shall secure of
him form 50 upon which the
requisition for coal must be ma-
de and to which must either
attach form, (A) which is aj
guarantee for prompt payment
or emergency coal signed by a;

bank or trust company or form
(B), which is a guarantee for1
payment by sight draft for erne!
rgency coal. j

Without the intent of want!
l'ng to frighten the people of!
the state, but with the intent of!
making them realize that theyi
must arrange to use wood andj
soft coal to help out the de- -
mand for anthracite coal, fori
there has been no anthracite'
whatever shipped into Vermont
as compared with the usual sup
ply, only four per cent of the
ordinary amount having come
to the state since April 1st. It
will be two months before any
coal can come to Vermont from
the usual sources. Of course,
there will be a little in proport
ion to what has come in from
outside sources during the past
two months, but wood and soft
coal will have to be used in ho-
mes more than ever this winter
and families should make their
arrangements now.

Priority lists will be establish
ed In a few days. The forms pro
vided by the federal govern-
ment will have to be used in se-

curing coal of any kind. These
forms have to be approved by
the state administrator and
then forwarded to the federal
administrator for his approval.
The form will then be sent to
the fedaral committee at the
coal producing field, who will
start coal on the way to Ver-
mont. There is no anthracite
available for distribution so the
se forms refer only to soft coal.
The price of coal will be fixed
at the mines and the charges
added, regulated by federal ac-

tion to prevent profiteering. Ru
les governing the delivery of
coal will be sent to dealers to
prevent any duplication of or-
ders. Cooperation is as essenti
al now as it was during the
war.
